porated in the Rich Hole Wilderness Area des-

“(i1) the date that is 2 years after the
date of enactment of the Virginia Wilder-
ness Additions Act of 2019.

agement Project’” and dated December
2015, the Secretary of Agriculture may use
motorized equipment and mechanized
transport in the Rich Hole Addition under
subparagraph (A) until the date on which
the Rich Hole Addition is incorporated into
the Rich IHole Wilderness under that sub-
paragraph.

“(i1) REQUIREMENT.—In carrying out
clause (i), the Secretary of Agriculture, to
the maximum extent practicable, shall use
the minimum tool or administrative prac-
tice necessary to carry out that clause with
the least amount of adverse impact on wil-
derness character and resources.”.
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
